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A B S T R A G T 

Pachmaihi, a popular hill station of Madhya Pradesh, having in it the highest hill top (Dhupgarh) 
of central India, presents very interesting features in its flora. It has received attention by several bota¬ 
nists due to its popularity and importance from floristic point of view and a number of contributions to 
the flora were made by them ( Gamble 1892, Graham 1914-15, Pandsy <3? Srivastava 1952, Rao & Narayana- 
swamy 1960, Kapoor & Yadau 1962 and others). The present paper records 304 SDecies of flowering 
plants and ferns, which are reported tor the first time from Pachmarhi, Sixteen species are new records 
for Madhya Pradesh (marked by single asterisk) and twelve for central India (marked by double aste¬ 
risk). The species, of which previous record was found to be based on wrong identifications have been 
excluded from the flora, nameiy iiniunstyas pouocarpa Nees & Meyen, 4rthraxon serrulatus Hochst. Arundi- 
nella nepalensis Trim, Eragrostis nutans (Retz.) Nees ex Steud., Sporobolus elongatus R. Br. and ’ Tripoeon 
paupercuhis Stapf.

INTRODUCTION 

Pachmarhi, popularly known as “Queen of Sat- 
pura” due to its splendid natural beauty, is situated 
on a plateau of Satpura Range which lies 22°28' N 
and 78°26'E. It is 51 kilometres from Pipariya station 
on the Itarsi-Jabalpur Section of the Central Railway 
and is in Sohagpur tehsil of Hoshangabad district, 
Madhya Pradesh. The plateau on which the town 
stands at an elevation of just 1,067 m (3,500 ft) is 
60 sq. kilometres in area, surrounded by prominent 
peaks like Mahadev (1,328 m or 4,358 ft) on the 
south, Chauradeo (1,312 m or 4,303 ft) on the south¬ 
east and Dhupgarh (1,350 m or 4,429 ft) on the 
south-west. Dhupgarh is the highest hill top of 
the central India. 

Out of the total area of 60 sq. kilometres covered 
by the plateau practically five-sixth is dominated 
by forest. According to Champion (1961) the 
forests are classified as Central Indian Sub-tropical 
Evergreen Forests of the Southern Sub-tropical Wet 
Hill Forests. 

The flora of Pachmarhi consists of a Mixture oi 
temperate and tropical elements. The region is re¬ 
markable as forming a meeting ground for species 
characteristic to the Himalaya and the south Indian 
Hills ; for example Rubits cllipticus, Berberis asm- 
tica , TItalictrum foliolosum , Ceropegui macrantha, 
Leucas lanata, Malaxis mackinnonii , Eulophia spp., 
Lindemia hookeri var. kumaunetisis 9 Rhynchostylis 
retusa , Lindemia hirsuta , Eriocaulon xeranthemum 
etc. arc species characteristic to Himalayan Region 
and Curcuma pseudomoijlana, Senecio liombayensis , 
Scnecio wight ii, Smithia pycnanlha, Utricularui gra- 
mmi folia y Strobilanthes campanulatus, Rost ell ulana 


hedyotidifolia , Pogostemon purpurascens and Cro- 
talaria nana are species of south and south-west 
India. 

The flora of Pachmarhi, has attracted atten¬ 
tion of several botanists in the past and a number 
of contribiitions were made by them ; important 
ones are; Forsyth (1872, 1889, 1919), Stewart & 
Brandis (1874), Gamble (1892), Hole (1906), Witt 
(1916), Graham (1914-15), Haines (1916), Mukherjee 
(1923) and Pandey & Srivastava (1952). Rao and 
Narayanaswamy (i960) published a list of 308 spe¬ 
cies from Pachmarhi and adjacent regions (Chhind- 
wara, Khandwa, Pipariya, Asirgarh, Betul and 
Itarsi). Then, Kapoor & Yadav (1962) reported 92 
additional species to the area. 

In the present paper 304 additional species of 
flowering plants and ferns (angiosperms 300 and 
ferns 4) have been recorded from Pachmarhi for the 
first time. Sixteen species out of this, arc new records 
for Madhya Pradesh (marked by single asterisk) and 
twelve for Central India (marked by double as¬ 
terisk). These new records are claimed on the 
basis of the publications of Gamble (1892), Graham 
(1914-1915), Hole (1906), Kapoor & Yadav (1962), 
Panigrahi et al. (1965 a, 1965 b, 1966 a, 1966 b, 1967), 

1 atel et af (1962), Rainlal & Panigrahi (1967), Rao 
& Narayanaswamy (i960), Sebastine & Balakrishnan 
(1963), Shukla & Panigrahi (1967). Tiwari (1954, 

J 955 ’ * 9 6 3 * 1 964)’ Tiwari & Maheshwari (1963, 1964, 
1965) and Witt (1916). Six species, of which pre¬ 
vious record was found to be based on wrong iden¬ 
tifications, have been excluded from the flora, nameiy 
—Fimbrislylis podocarpa Nees & Meyen, Arthraxon 
serrulatus Hochst., Arundiuella nepalensis Trim, 
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Eragrostis nutans (Retz.) Nees ex Steud., Sporobolus 
clongatus R. Br. and Tnpogon paaperculus Stapf. 

The area of the present study covers Pachmarhi 
proper and the adjoining hills. Itinerary of the 
collections being Mahadev on the south Chaura- 
garh (or Chauradeo) on the south-east, Dhupgarh 
on the south-west, Jambudeep on the north and 
3 kilometres towards Kanjighat on the north-east* 
The present paper is the result of six years study 
both in the field and herbarium. The specimens 
collected are preserved in the herbaria of the State 
Forest Research Institute, Jabalpur (SFRI) and 
National Botanic Gardens, Lucknow (LWG). Be¬ 
sides, collections from Pachmarhi by previous bota¬ 
nists present in the herbaria of National Botanic 
Gardens, Lucknow ; Botanical Survey of India, 
Central Circle, Allahabad (BSA) and Forest Re¬ 
search Institute^ Dehra Dun (DD), were also 
examined.
